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Prayer and Its Therapeutic Value

Our view of prayer will be influenced by our conception 
of the relation in which we stand to God. If we think of Him 
as some far-off Being, with whom we are only externally 
connected, the idea of prayer is, to take a homely illustration, 
like calling up a distant person on a telephone, making 
known our wishes and then waiting for a return of material 
goods. This is, of course, hopelessly crude and materialistic. 
But if we grasp the thought that we are organically related 
to God, that we exist in Him spiritually somewhat as thoughts 
exist in the mind, we can see that a strong desire in our soul 
communicates itself to Him and engages His attention just as’ 
a thought in our soul engages ours. The stronger the thought, "°

The Course on the Subliminal 
Mind, of which the following is 
the First Lesson, was intended to 
be published as a book, but I 
give it to the Comments.

gy has its values but one can- 
not force one’s way to health 
and masterfulness by using 
worldly information and mental 
means that do not in themselves 
rise above the troubled concep- 
tions that act as cause of dis- 
ease. Our true aim should be 
to make use of powers that 
transcend the merely mortal 
man. I hold that the Subliminal 
Mind is the seat of true and per- 
manent healing as distinguished 
from that which brings tempor- 
ary cures. Man will never meet 
his problems by resources that 
are entirely of mortal levels. To 
become acquainted with Subli- 
minal Mind levels is to raise 
one’s consciousness into self- 
protecting powers and Divine 
security.

This level of life and the cons- 
ciousness of it we know from the 
modern standpoint of higher 
psychology and applied meta- 
physics as the Subliminal Mind.

that they must therefore be 

only people, that evil came 
their enemies, not to them, f 
they were the chosen people. 

God did not affect the E 
tians. God does not affect. 
heals. Axiomatically when wi 
say that God heals we do nd 
and cannot say that He de 
stroys. 

There are always these “s 
perior” people, those who 
lieve that they are chosen to 
all others, that the laws of t 
cosmos are made for them. Fro 
this egotistical state of min 
wars arise, struggles ensue, an 
resentments enter and canke 
the heart. So soul and body art 
destroyed. 
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That nation and that indivi- 
dual is healed and remains 
whole who in the recesses of 
their hearts accept God's Equal 
Goodness. The Jews still strug- 
gle and find prosecution for 
they remain a people apart. 
They practice aloofness instead 
of the Brotherhood of Man. This 
is not a doctrine. It is a danger- 
ous practice. 

The wars of mankind arise be- 
cause one race, or nation, or set 
of beliefs assert themselves as 
superior. 

The acquirement of the One 
Goodness of Non-struggle is the 
perfection of healing and help- 
ing mankind. 

It is struggle that causes di- 
sease, not occasional periods of 
struggle in the conciousness of 
the individual or the group but 
the heart-hidden, set, fixed pur- 
pose (or fear) of struggle. 

The Remedy is not a secret. 
There is no secret of healing. 
Those who will hearken to God 
and do that which is right in His 
Sight will be well, happy and 
free. In Truth as well as in prac- 
tice we know this to be the prov- 
en way of immediate whole- 
some life. It is not a doctrine 
with us. It is a practical fact 
that actually heals. 

-= We as practitioners seek the 
hidden sin, fear, or struggle. We 
through practiced prayer dis- 
solve hidden cankers in God's 
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Truth, not in personal opinion, 
nor by our personal ideas. It is 
all a sharing, never the exer- 
cise of influence. How could 
there be influence when one 
person in Truth (in the Sight of 
God) is as good as another. It 
is God's Good Way that heals, 
not even any personal opinion 
of good. 

Healing is always some phase 
of conversion from “I will have 
my way because my way is 
best” to “I accept God's Way” 
knowing that God's Way is al- 
ways Best. 

Remember that one can easi- 
ly prove the marvelous effective- 
ness of all this to oneself pro- 
vided one be consistent and sin- 
cere and practice it. 

Remember, too, that it is the 
oldest of all teachings. 

Exodus again (23:25), “And ye 
shall serve the Lord your God, 
and He shall bless thy bread, 
and thy water; and I will take 
sickness away from the midst of 
thee.” 

Serve “your God,” your good. 
Such a daily endeavor in silent 
prayer will take you far beyond 
the fondest imaginings of your 
personal ideas of good and of 
fear also, and into the realm of 
positive living. 

Or would you rather have a 
good time in your very own 
way. Very well, the only up or 
down in life is that we are all 
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free. Onwardness is as easy as 
backwardness, and “ups” and 
“downs” do not constitute life. 
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Life is pleasantly onward 
Why not, then, repent of strug 
gle. It is much the easier way.

I think most of the mental side 
of his case has occurred be- 
cause of the presence of the 
third party in your home, which 
is in accordance with your re- 
port. It is very often the rule 
that a third party in a home is 
dominant. They so seldom seem 
to accept a home as any sort of 
favor. They try to run it, man- 
age it all. These are common 
cases with practitioners. 


I believe God should control 
your life, your husband's life 
and mine, and just exactly no 
one else should do so. If you 
accept this belief as a Principle 
thoroughly and deeply in your 
heart, you will find that the 
whole thing will change. 


On my part I can accept your 
Freedom for you, definitely for 
you, and I am going to do so of 
course as a practitioner. We al- 
so have to get rid of any idea 
that for you to have your Free- 
dom means anything against 
anyone else, or takes any kind 
of freedom from anyone else, 
for that is not true. Whoever 
personally attempts to interfere 
with the Freedom of another 
simply loses some of their own 
and they generally have little 
to lose in the first place. There- 
fore, treatment for Freedom in 


such circumstances is to be a 
happy healing for all concerned 
in every case. I shall treat the 
whole situation of course, and I 
am glad to have you report 
anything that disturbs you.

When you 
become harmonized in your 
heart and in your emotional life 
for prosperity for you yourself, 
you will have it. This never 
fails. All this is plain, simple in- 
struction in the fundamentals of 
ordinary metaphysics and Bible 
Truth.

First, I cannot do a good job 
of it. I om not skilled in reading 
wars or international conditions. 
Oh, yes, I should be, of course, 
but I am not. I am speaking of 
practice, not of idealistic “should 
bes.” 

Then again some things that 
I have seen have been too much 
even for me to believe, and I 
know others would not believe 
them and that they would shoot 
their arrows of argument and 
condemnation at me for which I 
would not care a hoot, but I pre- 
fer rain and sunshine and why 
make enemies when it is not 
necessary? It is sometimes con- 
sidered to be a sin to know 
things others won't believe. The 
wise man never shines and he 
does not deal in excitement. 
Who would believe that France 
would collapse so quickly? Sup- 
pose I had predicted this a 
while back. 

Let devastation spread itself. 
I am not going to help spread 
it. Besides I have never forgot- 
ten the shock I experienced 
when I foresaw the first world 
war and how my pupils at the 
Long Island Institute I had at 
that time reacted to my descrip- 
tion of it, not a national battle 
front, but an European battle 
front.
